I wiili I had time to go through all our experi- 
ments. One time, OUT loaf would not rife, another

FROM THE STUDIES OF NATURE. 


1 SHALL conclude this article with refuting 
:in error alluded to in the preceding 'ftudy ; name- 
ly, that cold is diminiihed in the North, in propor- 
tion as the foreils are cut down. 
As this poiltion 
has been advanced by fome of our nioft celebrated 
writers, and afterwards retailed, as the cullom i?, 
by a multitude of others; it is ^ importance to 
overturn it, as being highly prejuJicial to rural e- 
conomy. 
I had long adopted it as inconteilab'.y 
certain, on the faith of Hillory 
but I was at length 
cured of my miftake, not, however, by books, but 
by fimple peafants. 


One day in Summer, about two o'clock after- 
noon, being about to crofs the foreil of Ivry, I izw 
ibme ihepherda with their flocks, who kept at a con- 
liderable diftance from it, rcpofing under the ihade 
of fome trees that were fcattcred up and down 
through the country. 
I aflced them why they did 
not go, with tlieir flocks, to take ihelter in the fo- 
reft, from the heat of the Sun: 
They told me it 
was too hot there at that time of the .day, and that 
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tliey never drove their fhccp thither, exc^^ in the 
morr.ing and evening. 
Being defirous, however, oi 
trr.verfing, in broad day, tlie woode in wliich Henry 
IV. had hunted, and of arriving betimes at Anet^to 
take a view of the country-palace of Henry IL and 
of the tomb of Diana of Poitiers, his miilrels, I en- 
gaged a lad belonging to one of the fhepherds to at- 
tend me as a guide, -v^hich was a very ealy matter to 
him, for the great road leading to Anet crofles the 
forcil in a ilraight line 
and it is, on that fide, io 
little frequented, that I found it covered in many 
places, with tufts of grafs and ilrawberry piant>. 
i 
felt all the way, as I walked along, a ftiiiing her.t, 
and much more ardent than was at that hour felt in 
the open country. I did not begin to refpire freely, 
till I had got fairly clear of it, and had made my tf- 
cape from the edge of the foreft more than the dif- 
tance of three muiket fliot. In otlier refpetts, tliofc 
ihephcrds, that folitude, that filence cf the woods, 
blended with the r€ColIe£liQn oi Henry W, appeared 
to me much more affecting and fublime, than the 
emblems of the chace in bronze, and the cyphers c f 
Hetir'') II. interwoven with the crcfcents of Diana, 
which embelliilijon all iides, the domes of the Caf- 
tle of Anet. 
This royal refidence, loaded with an- 
cient trophies of love, infpired, at firil, a mixed e- 
mcticn of pkafurc and melancholy, which gradually 
fubfvccd into profound forrow, on rccolIeiUng that 
this love was illicit; but this was followed, at lall, 
by fentimerts of veneration and refpecV, which 
took complete poiTefi'ion of my mind, on being in- 
formed that, by one of thofe revolutions to which 
the monuments of men are fo frequently fubje^lt il, 
the caille was then inhabited by the virtuous Duke 
of Penthievre. 


1 have fmce refle£led on what the fhepherds told 
me, refpeiling the heat of the woods, and on what 
I xnyfclf had experienced 5 and I have, in fati, rc- 
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marked that, in the Spring, all plants arc more f(;i- 
ward in the vicinity of woods, and that you laid vi- 
olets in flower on the borders much earlier tlian you 
gather them on the open pl^in, or on a naked hi;', 
i'orefts, then, ihelter the land from cold, in tl o 
North ; but what is equally wonderful» they ilKlt^r 
it likewile from the heat in warm countries. Thele 
two oppofite effects are produced entirely from the 
different forms and difpofition of their leaves. 
I;i 
the North, thofe, of the fir, the larch, the pine, the 
cedar, the juniper, are fmall, gloiTyi and varniil cd i 
their delicacy, their varnifti^ ahd the endlefs variety 
of their direction, refle£b the heat around them a 
thoufand different ways : They produce nearly the 
fame efie^^s as the hair of the animals of the North, 
Mhofe furs are warm in proportion as the hair is 
fme and glofly. 
Befules, the leaves of forr.e fpecio-j 
as of the fir and of the birch, are perpendlculnrly 
fufpended from the branches by long 
moveable 
membranes, fo that with every breath of the win i 
they reflect all around the rays of the fun, like fa 
r.iar.y mirrori!. 


In the South, on the contrary, the pnlms, the t?.!- 
iipot, tlie cocoa, the banana, bear large leave,-, 
which, on the fide next the ground, are rather 
rough than gloSy, aiKl which, fpreading hovlzo".- 
tallv, form a deep iliadow below, where there is lu t 
the lead relleilion of heat.. 
I admit, at the fame 
time, that the clearing away of foreils difpeis the 
coldiicfs occafioned by humidity ; but it increalls 
the dry and iharp colds of the North, as has been 
found cm the lofty mountiins of Norway, 
whicli 
were foi^mcHy cultivate<l, but are - now uninhabitn- 
ble, bec'auie they are completely ilripped of their 
woods. 


This clearing ef the ground,likewifejincreafes the 
hf^ ;r iP. warm countries, as I have had occafion t^r 
obK-vc iathe.Ille of France, on feveral parts of thw- 
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coad, which are biCome fo parched, fince eve^y fpe- 
cies of tree has been fwept away, that they are ar 
this day abfolutely uncultivatetl. 
The very grafi- 
which puihes away during tlie rainy feafon, is in a 
fliort time quite burnt up by the fun. 
AVhat is ftill 
woife, there refults from this parchedntfs of the 
coiifts, the drying up of a great many rivukts ; for 
the trees, planted on the heights, attracl thltlier the 
humidity of the air, and fix it there, as we Ihill fee 
in the Study on PlantvS. 
Bifide^, by deftroying th. 
trees which are on the higii grourds, you rob the 
vallies of their natural min jrc, and the plilns of th? 
ppilifades, which ilielier them from llichigh wind-. 
Thef-' Avinda defolate, ta fuch a degi-ec, tr.e cultiva- 
tion in many places, thnt nothing can-be made to 
grow. 
I afcribe to this iaft piece of mifmnnage- 
ment the llerility.oi the heaths in Brittany. 
In vain 
has tlic attempt been made to. leftore their ancient 
icrtiiity ; it never can fuccced, till you begin with 
recaJling their ihelter and their temperature, by TC- 
f(-'wi;)g the fureits. 
But there is a requifiie prior 
even to this ; you muft render the peafantry h:\ppy. 
The profpcrity of a country depends, before, and 
above ail things, on that of itsinhiibit.ints.

DESCRIBING AMSTERDAM. 


S i n c e you h- ve been infpired with a deGre 
to quit the world, ana ; ^ c' i adieu to a fervile Court, 
you muil excufo my zeal, ii I invite you to come and 
fettle at Amilerdam, and to prefer the rcfidence of 
that city to any one of the famous Francifcan or 
Carthufian MonafteriCvS, (in which there are many 
piouj men) to any of the moil plea Quit und laiubri- 
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ous fituations of Italy, or even to that beautiful her- 
mitage in whieli you were laft year. 
However 
perfect your hermitage was, yet there were fevcral 
things wanting to it, which arc only to be found in 
great cities.

rying multitude, as you can poifibly do in your foli- 
tary avenue of trees. 
Nor do I take any more no- 
tice of tlie men that I meet, than you do of the trees 
in your woods, or of the animals, feeding amongft 
them : The hum of the bufy people no more dif- 
turbs me than the murmunng of a rivulet. 
If ev- 
er I chance to turn my thoughts to the alliens of 
the perfons that furround me, I receive the fame 
pleafure from them, that you do from thofe that 
cultivate the land about you in your ncighbourhocd, 
as I fee that all their labours tend to the decoratio:i 
of the place where I live, that nothing may t :
